HAMPTON AND PATTERSON. 


A Poor Show for the Senator—The Efforts 
to Condone Mr. Patterson's Offenses—Gov. 
Hampton Opposed to the Bargain. 

Dispatch to New York Times. 
Cotvmsia, S. C., Dec. 12.—Some utterances 
of Gov. Hampton to-day will be of interest to 

Senator Patterson. Gen. Butler has deen hard 

at work since his return from Washington to 

have all criminal proceedings against Mr. Pat- 
terson dropped, and some of the baser class of 

Democrats have shown a disposition to help 

him. Previous to Gen. Butler's arrival a reso- 

lution passed the State House of Representa- 
tives, without opposition, directing a certified 
copy of the report of the Investigating Commit- 
tee touching Mr. Patterson’s bribery of the 

Legislature of 1872 to be sent to Gen. Butler 

with instructions to present it to the U nited 

Senate.. Before it could come up for concur- 

rence in the Senate, Gen. Butler had arrived 

here, and, when informed of the state of affairs, 
went himself to the Senate Chamber and 
prompted Senator Crittenden to oppose action 
on the resolution. The result of two days’ man- 
ipulation by Gen. Butler was that a new com- 
mittee was raised in the Senate, under the ap- 
poate title of Committee on Federal Rela- 


" ions. It was made up entirely of Democrats, and 


Butler Democrats at that, the Republicans being 
ostentatiously denied representation on it. 
a — was referred 1 this Com- 
m or the express pur of having it 
killed. It has not been * that Gov. 
Hampton was a party to these intrigues, or 
would in any wa) sustain them; 2 it having 
been telegraph to Washington t he had 
determined upon a policy of general amnesty to 
Patterson and the like, some uneasiness began 
to be manifested among those who have most 
faithiully sustained bis Administration. It may 
be said with absolute certainty that no such nn- 
easiness will be felt by them hereafter. Gov. 
Hampton has to-day declared himself firmly 
opposed to any bargain with Mr. Patterson. 
Whether Gov. Hampton was favorable or 
unfavorable to an investigation of Mr. Patter- 
son’s case in the beginning, he says that, since 
the proof of that person’s cuilt has beet made 
ap nt to the public authorities, to the State, 
and to the country, it would be a disgrace to 
South Carolina if criminal proceedings, based 
upou such overwhelming testimony, were not 
earnestly and energetically pressed to an issue. 
The evidence obtained by the same Committee 
which indicted Mr. Patterson, and the convic- 
tions already had, justify the existence of this 
Administration in the eyes of even those who 
bitterly opposed its success, and has hush- 
ed hostile criticism upon some of the 
methods employed to overcome an enormous 
majority. Merely to obtain oe — yng of a 
political party, or win office Mr bfmself, no such 
campaign would have been entered upon by 
him. e sought to rescue the State, not from 
Republicans, but from plunderers, otherwise he 
would not have abandoned private life to en- 
ter upon the strifes, anxiciies, and responsibili- 
ties of such acampaign as that of 1876. To 
condone now the offenses of Mr. Patterson in 
return for mere political services, no matter 
how valuable, would be to abandon the high 
grounds upon which he consented to make the 
effort to redeem the State when the task was 
well nigh hopeless. 

Gov. Hampton rejoices that Mr. Patterson’s 
vote secured a seat in the United States Senate 
to Gen. Butler. He has no doubt that it may 
be used hereafter to the advantage of the Dem- 


ocratic party; but to allow him to go unpunish- 
ed wo ustify the charges which have been 
made by Mr. Patterson’s friends that the prose- 
cutions nst him originated in political hos- 
tility, and have looked solely to political re- 


sults, and would place the Democratic party of 
South Carolina in the position of buying a seat 
for a United States Senator by the condone- 
ment vf felonies committed against the peo- 
ple of the State, This would be a stain 
upon the integrity of his Administration. 
More than this, he would regard it as a danger- 
ous argument to be placed in the hafids ot the 
opponents of the Democratic party in the next 
Presidential campaign. He does not regard the 
investigation of crimes by legislative commit- 
tees or the inaugura on of criminal proceedings 
in the courts as the/itting machinery for deter- 
mining the rightgAo seats in the Senate of the 
United States. 
dered a service to Gen. Butler, with or without 
the promise of a cousideration, Gov. Hampton 
is quite willing for Gen. Butler to reward Sena- 
tor Patterson as best he may; but whatever 
settiement is to be made between the old Sena- 
tor and the new Gov. Hampton does not think 
his Administration should be 
to it. 

It is now certain that the resolution will not 
be killed in the Committee on Rederal Fela- 
tions, but will be reported in a day or two with 
an amendment. Gen. Butler has declared taat 
it would be impossible for him, in view ot his 
obligations to Mr. Patterson, to present the 
report of the Investigating Committee to the 
Senate of the United States, and it is now pro- 
posed, in order to reitieve him from such an 
embarrassment, to amend the fesolution of the 
House so as to send the report of the Investi- 
gating Committee to the President of the Sen- 
ate, with a request that he will present it to 
that body. In such a shape the resolution will 
undoubtedly pass, notwithstanding telegrams

THE MAIN TROUBLE 
is to-day what it was three weeks ago, the selcetion 
of a proper person to fill the office of County Agent. 
There is no more important position than this in 
the gift of the County Board. The person whom it 
selects for this place controls the administration of 
relief to over 7,000 families, or nearly 30,000 
persons. He distributes bread, meat, coai, and 
groceries. He purchases and receives large quan- 
tities of all these articles. If he eo chooses, he can 
conduct his office in so dishenest or shiftiess 
a manner 4s to cause an unnecessry expenditure 
of tens of thousands of dollars. The model 
County Agent is one who deals tenderly yet hon- 
estly with the unhappy beings of whom he has 
charge; who neither allows himself to be led astra 
by tenderness, so us to be injudicious in his giving; 
nor to be controlled by avarice, so as to steai from 
the creatures the relief which it was the inten- 
tion of the taxpayers to bestow upon them. The 
seven Repubiican members of the County Board— 
the five elected last month and Mesers. Ayars and 
Senne—find themselves in a curious and rather 
humiliating predicament. They are seven, and 
eight are necessary to control the Board. 
MR. TABOR SAYS:

The charges which 
bave been made against him from all ouarters, by 
the press, by private citizens, and by puolic or- 
gauizations, are of so serious a character as to de- 
serve investigation by the County Board before it 
tries to elect him. The most serious of these 
chgrges is that Muirhead, a¢ Assessor of the Town 
ke, grossly favored the Stock- Y ards corpora- 
on by putting down to a minimum the assessment 
n its lands and its stock, thus taurowing the bur- 
den of town taxation upon tae farmers and other 
residents f that municipality. Mr. Tabor is him- 
self a cuttle-deaier at the Stock- Yards, and must 
necesstrily be—if he wants to get along well—on 
good terms with the Stock- Yards Company. It is 
slieged that this Company, which has been thus 
favored in its assessment, insists that. Mr. Tabor 
must demand, and must secure, if possible the elec- 
tion of Muirhead as County Agent. for the 
purpose of paying off the debt of gratitude of the 
Stock- Yards Company. From the fact that Mr. 
Tubor's record while in the County Board has not 
been iBvays a good one,—that there have been 
many votes given by him which sadly need expla- 
nation, and from the fact that he affiliated fora 
long time with the corruptand dishonest element 
of the Board,—one would suppose that, honesty 
being now a little more popular, and the decent 
people being possibly about to have a majority, he 
would try to avoid appearing as the sponsor of a 
man like Muirhead. Since he doesn't do so, the 
presumption is that be is forced by the Company to 
take a stand which he would not otherwise take. 
lf this is true, and if the Stock-Yards Company is 
trying to pay any debt to Mr. Muirhead, it would 
be better for the Company to do it out of its own 
pocket rather than oy saddling him upon Cook 
County. Indeed, if his services are so valuable to 
that corporation, it would be better for it to retain 
him in the Town of Lake, where he Could continue 
to make unjust assessments, rather than to trans- 
fer him to another field of labor among people who 
qo not want him, up in the City of Chicago. 
IT 18 ALSO ALLEGED 
that Mr. Muirhead is an incorrigible office-seeker 
and officeholder,—that almost ever since he went 
into the Town of Lake he has held office there, and 
that the resuits of his stewardship have not been 
satisfactory to the taxpayers. He has been As- 
sessor, Trustee, employe at the Water-Works, en- 
gincer at the Normal School, and now wants to 
secure the position of County Agent. It is also 
alleved that, as Assessor, he charged more for his 
services for 1876 than the law allows; that he, as 
a member of the Town Board, has been chiefly 
instrumental in imposing upon the town a dent the 
interest on which it is woe 4 able to pay; and that 
he, with others, is responsible for the wanton ex- 
travagance which nas prevailed aown there, by 
means of which, in some unknown way, the funds 
of the town have disappeared without anything to 
The Taxpayers’ Associatiun of 
the Town of Lake, an organization of well-known 
and _réputable citizens, investigated the town af- 
fairs last year, and found much cause for suspect- 
ing at least the capacity of the town officers, of 
whom Mr. Muirbead was one. It made public 
serious charges, which have never yet been ro- 
futed. While Mr. Muirhead allows them to go 
unanswered, it is hardly the thing for the Repub- 
lican members of the County Board to take 
upon themeclves the responsibility.of electing 
him to fill what is, in many respects, the 
most important office in their gift. If they should 
investigate all these charges, and find them un- 
founded—should find that Mr. Muirhead was a

With a view to correct conclusions,—now that 
the subject is open, —is it not a fact that all of our 
magistrates’ courts are cursed with a set of creatures, 
unknown to law, called ‘‘collectors”? Is it not 
true that these have entirely too much influence 
with the Justices in secaring, when 2 pleuse, 
just the kind of papers they demand? Is it not 
true that these collectors direct and control 
the movements of Constables more than 
do the Jastices themselves? Is it not 
true that these collectors, rather than the Constables, 
take full charge of goods, as regards storage, sales, 
etc.. and is it not true that, practically, when, by 
stragegy or burgiary, the collectors get possession 
of goods that they avoid publicity in their sale, so 
that the ring may gobble the entire lot; and is not 
special pains taken to keep the owners of the goods 
entirely ignorant of their whereadouts or time of 
sale? Now, evidently, . one of these allega - 
tions is borne out by facts developed in the case 
under consideration. 

You say the law requires the landlord to give 
bond for the goode he seizes under bis distress 
warrant. Do you believe there is such a bond on 
file in any court in Chicago? Tue property 
seized must be scheduled, and à copy filed with the 
Court. Are there any such documents on file in 
any Justice's court in the city? ‘* Due notice of 
sale must be given." Is not this law filled by the 
collector posting a pencil notice, which a confed- 
erate 2 down before i* is up fifteen minutes? 
Ender these processes, as shown in Taz Tsipune, 
$150 worth of goods (stolen), taken under a dis- 
tress-warrant, sold for $37. The various (thieves) 
officers used all this up but some $12, which was 
kindly credited to the original account of $58, 
while possibly a confederate purchaser bought in 
tbe lot and divided it among the (robbers) officers 
engaged in thus meeting the ends of justice.

Public opinion is stronger than any law, and no 
law can Command respect that submits, instead of 
securing the ends of justice. The courte, by con- 
cert of action, can change all this in a week, and 
as their own reputations are involved, and at pres- 
ent fully commented on, they should do it at once. 
Of one thing all may feel assured: the evils of the 
present system will have to be removed. The 
public will not longer submit to official 
outrage. And interests are involved beyond 
those of Shylocks, landlords, dead-beat tenants, 
and cut-throat collectors and officials. The pres- 
ent defective law can be made to meet all proper 
demands, but it must not longer be made an in- 
strument of oppression tothe class for whom it is 
most needed, the poor and anfortunate. The fol- 
lowing outlines would meet the requirements of 
all concerned: Let the landlord give bonds to 
the Court at the time of getting a warrant; com- 
pel him to schedule all property taken, and file the 
same with the Court; advertise all sales in a news- 
paper, and give the owners ample notice of place 
of sate; have one warehouse in each Division of 
the city where goods shall be stored at reasonable 
rates; compel Courts and Constables to work for 
legal fees erresign, and if any infernal collector 
puts in an appearance at anystage of the case, 
Shoot him on the spot. 

Let this or some other method be adopted at 
once, willingly, if possibles by the Courts; if not, 
call a public meeting. P. X B.

I am not 
certain whether the old silver dollar of 412% 
grains can be placed upon an equality with gold or 
not. The world's Commerce will settle in que 
time, when it is ascertained whether the old rela- 
uon between gold and silver of one to fifteen and 
a half shall be restored. If commerce does not 
bring about this old condition, all the laws that can 
be passed to reguiate the subject will amount to 
nothing. lam very anxious to see this old rela- 
tion resumed, and have the mints at work recoin- 
ing silver. 

n regardto the National Banking system Mr. 
oe was very free to express his opinions. He 
said: 

That the country must have banks is evident. 
They have become a necessity of modern com- 
merce. The only question to decide, then, is, 
what kind of banks shall we have: Before the 
War we had the old State wild-cat banking 
system. This was very objectionabie in man 
weve. Its bills would not circulate in any genera 
way without heavy discount from one State to 
another, and there were unlimited ffauds and 
counterfeits. Wecertaimy do not want to return 
tothat. The National Banks do away with all 
discounts from one part of the country to the 
other. A national bill passes everywhere. 
We do not care. unless our attention 
is directly called to the matter, whether the bank 
from which a note is issued is situated in Cali 
fornia or Maine; itis equally good. The pian of 
requiring à Government deposit of bonds as secu- 
rity is one of the safest, and, so far as I can see, 
ia quite free from objection, The popaiar ontery 
azainst these banks is unjustifiable, I think. With- 
out State or National banks there is simply the 
pian of private banking remaining.

That unfortunate town of Scranton, Pa., which 
has been in continuous trouble for the last six 
months, has a new difficulty on hand. The town 
contains many rich and respectable citizens, but a 
large majority of the voters are Communists of 
the worst sort.

The Huron Disaster—Serious Charges 
Against the Kitty-Hawkers. 

A Kitty Hawk correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Press makes some very serious charges against the 
people who stood apon the beach and idly watched 
the men on the war-steamer Huron go down to 
death. He calls them pirates and thieves,*’ and 
says that they let nine long and ious hours 

before advising the lofficer at Kitty 
Hauk of the disaster, and this while the doomed 
men on (h® steamer were burning signals and 
making every possible appeal for help. The fel- 
lows who watched the wreck were not landsmen, 
bat fshermen used to the sea and to the surf. Less 
than three miles distant from the scene of distress 
was a Nfe-station house. It contained a life- boat. 
car, bombs, mortar, and all the appliances for sav- 
ing human life in just such ane ncy as that 
presented by the Huron’s wreck. Nothing but 
their lack of will and the presence of a little lock 
upon a weak wooden door were ail that prevented 
these men from using this material in an attempt 
to save the lives of the people on the vessel. 
When reproached for this criminal indifference, the 
reply was made, that the Government didn’t pay 
them for doing such work.

The Chinese question in California has 
been brought to the attention of the United 
States Government by citizens of that State 
who are interested in averting the threatened 
outbreak, and who are exceedingly anxious 
to secure Federal interference to that end. 
Attorney-General Dzvens has the matter 
under advisement by request of the Presi- 
dent, with a view to determining as to the” 
duties and powers of the Government in the 
premises. It is urged that the intervention 
sought is warranted by the obligation rest- 
ing upon the United States under the treaty 
with China to protect the Mongolians in 
California from violence and persecution, 
but the Attorney-General inclines to the 
opinion that, while the terms of the treaty 
undoubtedly call for such jnterfer- 
ence and protection, no law has 
been passed by Congress which would 
authorize Federal action, and that none can 
be legally taken except upon a call for assist- 
ance by the State authorities. It is not un- 
likely that the President may address a 
special message to Congress on the subject, 
asking for the passage of the law that is 
necessary to enable the Government to fulfill 
its part of the treaty obligations. Mean- 
while the solid business interests of the Pa- 
cific Coast are greatly alarmed at the pros- 
pect of trouble ahead—trouble that will not 
only bring bloodshed and conflagration to 
their doors, but result in incalculable loss 
through the almost complete suspension of 
trade relations with China. In Washington 
the situation in California is represented as 
being far more critical than it is made to ap- 
pear in the San Francisco dispatches. 


THE SILVER SENTIMENT. 
There was no mistaking the earnestness 
and thorough conviction of the people who 
attended the Tabernacle meeting and ex- 
pressed their opinions on Thursday night. 
The meeting was a remarkable one. It rep- 
resented no special class,—it embraced men 
of all classes. There were merchants and 
mechanics, workingmen and commercial 
men, professional men, and generally that 
portion of society which might be called the 
middle class, to distinguish them from the 
professional capitalist and money-lenders, 
the shoddy men of recently and suddenly- 
acquired riches, who affect great regard for 
public opinion in Paris on the one hand 
and tramps and pimps on the other hand. 
The bankers who have their capital invested 
in bonds. think if silver be demonetized 
they may lose 1 or 2 per cent, and, 
without inquiring as to the past, accept the 
danger as certain, and ery out that if silver 
be remonetized the world will be turned up- 
side down and all things smashed. As a 
class there are no men in this country who 
so habitually take counsel from their fears 
as do the men who call themselves bankers. 
These men think that if the bonds be made 
redeemable in silver, the bonds will fall in 
value; and they think that the primary ana 
the main object for which Governments 
were instituted among men is to keep up the 
price of bonds and increase the rate of in- 
terest! If silver can be kept demonetized, 
then gold will be the exclusive currency ; 
gold being scarce, and the supply inadequate 
to the demand, gold will be equal 
to 110, 115, 125, or more in all 
other values, and the holder of bonds 
payable exclusively in gold will have a 
large addition made to the value of his prop-

give any official assurance that these 
bonds would be paid in gold, the officer 
giving such an assurance had no more au- 
thority to change the contract than he had 
to change the bond itself. His guarantee 
that the bonds would be paid in gold might 
possibly subject him personally to pay the 
bondholders what loss they might sustain by 
his false representation, but could not bind 
the Government. 

This meeting was but the convenient oc- 
casion for the expression of sentiments and 
feelings almost universalin the country. In 
all parts this question is discussed not as a 
party question but as a national question, 
affecting the pecuniary interests of every 
man, woman, and child in the country. 
There is hardly any difference of opinion in 
any locality on this question; the only op- 
position to the restoration of silver is from 
the small number of money-lenders and 
the shoddy aristocracy of sudden wealth. 
The attempt to create the impression 
that the support of silver 1s due to a desire 
to cheat creditors by paying debts in cheap 
dollars was properly branded by the meet- 
ing of Thursday night. The debts, public 
and private, of this country, amounting to 
several thousands of millions of dollars, were 
contracted when the money was worth not 
over an average of 65 cenison the dollar. 
These debtors are paying, and are willing to 
pay, their debts at 100 cents in the dollar in 
coin,“ which was a legal-tender when the 
debts were contracted, and had been for 
eighty years. But they are not willing to 


abolish one-half the metallic money in order 


to make the other half more valuable, and 
then have all these old 65-cent-dollar debts 
paid in the scarce and highly-appreciated 
gold. That was the sentiment of the meet- 
ing, and that is the sentiment of the whole 
Northwest and of the country generally. 


REPUDIATION OF STATE DEBTS. 

The people of Mississippi have derived 
one benefit from the act whereby, some 
years ago, they wiped out a particular por- 
tion of their State debt. By that act they 
destroyed their credit so irretrievably that 
they have since been unable to borrow, For 
this reason their Treasury will remain, for 
many years to come, in a solvent condition. 
This is some, though fan from sufficient, 
compensation for the injuries repudiation 
has inflicted upon the State. The man, or 
the corporation, or the sovreignty that is 
absolutely out of debt is not on that account 
prosperous, When owing nothing goes with 
having nothing, it is not a desirable financial 
condition; and when a State is out of debt 
because it has no credit, it is an organized 
pauper. The industries of Mississippi have 
not to this day recovered from the check 
they sustained by the withdrawal of capital 
from that State in consequence of repudia- 
tion; her resources are undeveloped; im- 
migration has been checked and discouraged ; 
and commerce has been warned away from 
her borders. These injuries are radical 
and permanent, but they do not ap- 
pear on the surface as connected with 
repudiation. On the other hand, the fact 
that the State has no debt and that it once 
got rid of its obligations in a simple and ex- 
peditious manner, has commended itself to 
the people of other Southern States, and 
they have shown great zeal in imitating the 
example. 

Six years ago, the debt of Virginia was 
consolidateg@ by a funding law, which, by a 
complicated system of tax coupons, provided 
that the interest-charges should be a lien on 
the revenues of the State for the ensuing 
thirty-four years. The entire debt assumed 
by the Funding bill was $30,478,646. The 
arrears of interest which have accrued since 
the Funding bill took effect, and which con- 
stitute so much non-interest-bearing debt, 
amount to 854, 188,141.33. The increase 
of the debt during the six years is 
$3,060,216.60. There is now a popular 
outcry for the repeal or amendment of 
the Funding bill, the objeet being to re- 
pudiate part or all of the obligation remain- 
ing. This object is disguised in much am- 
biguous language, and frequent protestations 
of a sincere regard for the honor of the 
State, but it means a new trial of repudia- 
tion. The anti-repudiationists in the State 
are a strong party, and are using every hon- 
orable effort to avert what they consider an 
act of bad faith. The Morrar liquor-tax 
was one of the expedients adopted to pro- 
vide the revenues necessary for the payment 
of interest on the debt. Gov. Kempen, in 
his message, also advises a readjustment of 
the debt on an honest basis,” though his 
hostility to the Funding bill is avowed. But 
the organization of the Legislature shows 
that the party of “‘ forcible adjustment” is 
in the majority, and that a new robbery of 
the creditors of the State is contemplated.

THE GERMAN NAVY. 

The rapidity with which the Germans have 
built up a formidable navy is even more as- 
tonishing than the increase of their army in 
numbers, equipment, and material. The in- 
tention to have a navy did not gain ground 
until 1870, and it was not until 1873 that a 
plan for the organization of a navy ( Floet- 
ten-Gruendungs Plan”) was adopted. When 
Germans, however, settle upon a plan, they 
move steadily forward to its accomplish- 
ment. Since 1874 they have constructed 
eight cuirassed frigates, five cuirassed cor- 
vettes, seven cuirassed gunboats, two float- 
ing batteries, seventeen uncuirassed cor- 
vettes, three avisos, eighteen gunboats, 
twenty-eight torpedo-boats, two artillery 
ships, and three sailing brigs, and there are 
upon the stocks one cuirassed corvette, 
eleven cuirassed gunboats, three corvettes, 
and three avisos. They have also establish- 
ed training-schools for sailors, which turn 
out between 200 and 300 recruits every year 
for the naval and merchant service; have 
enlarged and improved their three important 
ports, Wilhelmshaven, Kiel, and Dantsic, by 
the building of large floating-docks, ship- 
yards, basins, forges, foundries, ma- 
rine observatories, and mercantile and 
torpedo harbors; have encouraged German 
industry and skill by producing all the prin- 
cipal articles of naval equipment that used 
to be brought from England, such as heavy 
iron plates, engines, anchors, cables, 
wrought-iron blocks, and other iron work, 
and have opened seygral scientific navigation 
schools. 

The Germans have not only effected these 
marvelous results in the short space of three 
years, but they have effected them in the 
most skillful and systematic manner. The 
original plan contemplated, first, the defense 
of their own shores, and, second, the protec- 
tion of German commerce and German colo- 
nists abroad. For the purpose first men- 
tioned, they made a special investigation of 
their coast and harbors with the view of 
determining what class of vessels would be 
best adapted at various points. As the 
result of that investigation they decided to 
protect the harbers. of the Baltic, which are 
provided with moles, with torpedos sunk 
between the moles and in front of 
the coast batteries. On the eastern 
shores of Schleswig and at the mouths 
of the North German rivers, which are 
lined by sand-banks, a large number of 
small and well-armored gunboats have been 
placed, which will carry the heaviest artil- 
lery, and at the same time are very shallow 
and rapid and easily managed. They seem 
to have calculated with scientific accuracy 
the exact nature of the defense necessary to 
protect every part of their coast, and so 
thoroughly that the English are beginning 
to see their own deficiencies in these re- 
spects. The London Times, discussing this 
wonderful increase of naval power, says: 

The point in which we may with most advantage 
take a lesson from these German proceedings is not 
in the particular class of ships they are building, 
but im the care they have taken to discover what 
class is required for the varied necessities of their 
coast service. We cannot feel any confidence that 
a similarly prudéint plan has been pursued among 
ourselves. We also have coasts and harbors of 
very different characters and capacities. We have 
dockyards in great estuaries, easily approached by 
large fleets; and we have mercantile harbors, ad- 
mitting, indeed, the largest ships, but with a com- 
paratively narrow access. We have been, how- 
ever, too much inclined to take no account of these 
variations; but simply to build a fleet in accoid- 
ance with the ideal standard of the hour, and as- 
sume that it will adapt itself to its varied duties. 

It is characteristic of the English to regard 
every fleet as a rival of theirs, if not a foe, 
and as menacing their rights in some direc. 
tion. In this instance they have good reason 
to feel alarmed. With the millions she ob- 
tained from France, Germany has built up a 
powerful fleet and protected herself from 
foreign naval aggression. It is not improb- 
able that Russia may demand and obtain the 
Turkish iron-clad fleet as part indemnity for 
her work in the emancipation of the Sclaves.

All the 
Southern Pacific asks is the privilege of ex- 
tending its line on the surveyed route, avail- 
ing itself of the land-grant, as far as it may 
go, which was originally made to the Texas 
Pacific. It agrees to build 100 miles within 
two years, and to construct the road as far 
as the Rio Grando, at or near El Paso, which 
is the western boundary of Texas, within 
six years. If, in the meantime, the Texas 
Pacific shall have proceeded with the East- 
ern portion of the road so as to meet it 
at this point, it proposes an interchange 
of traffic facilities and equality of rates; but 
if the Texas Pacific shall still neglect to 
build its portion of the road, then the 
Southern Pacific asks the privilege of push- 
ing on through Texas, meeting the other 
road, and acquiring the land-grant as far as 
it may go. The situation is precisely this: 
The Texas Pacific (Tom Scott) says in effect 
that it will not build the road unless it shall 
receive from the Government a money sub- 
sidy of from $20,000 to $35,000 a mile in ad- 
dition to the land-grant already made, while 
the Southern Pacific (HunTINGTON) says that 
it will complete the projected road without 
any money aid, but simply in consideratio 
of the land-grant already given to the Te 
Pacific. As far as the land-grant is concerned, 
that has not only been made already, but it 
will be profitable for the Government and for 
the State of Texas to abide by it, since by 
reserving every alternate section the Govern- 
ment land which remains will acquire a much 
greater value than all the land now has. The 
great difference is that one combination de- 
mands a money subsidy and the other does 
not. 

In view of this proposition of the Southern 
Pacific Company, we can scarcely conceive 
that Tom Scorr will have the effrontery to 
urge his claim for a Government subsidy. It 
will be a confession that there is a huge job 
contemplated after the manner of the Credit- 
Mobilier scheme, if any deperate efforts shall 
be made to secure a Government subsidy of 
$35,000, or $20,000, or any other amount per 
mile for the construction of a railroad which 
another company offers to construct with 
private capital No Congressman can 
vote for a subsidy under these cireum- 
stances without subjecting himself to @he 
suspicion of being a party to a conspiracy to 
defraud the Government. The Southern 
Congressmen will no longer be able to plead 
the demand of their constituents for the 
construction of a Southern Pacific railroad 
as a reason for their favoring a subsidy; it 
is the road, not the subsidy, which the 
Southern people demand, and they will get a 
more substantial and better-equipped road, 
constructed at a smaller cost, so that it can 
make more reasonable rates, and perhaps 
completed within a shorter time, if left to 
the Southern Pacific Company to build with- 
out a subsidy than if intrusted to the Texas 
Pacific Company with a subsidy. Since this 
new proposition has been formulated into a 
Congressional measure, we would advise 
Cal. Tom Scort to turn his attention to the 
2,000 miles of railroad which he already has 
under his control, and leave the Southern 
Pacific to work itself out in a legitimate and 
business-like manner.

Among the resolutions adopted at the

There is 4 large popula- 
tion of the Eastern and New England 
States who are fully in accord, with 
the West and South in this mat- 
ter. The representatives of the people 
must be made to understand just how 
general and earnest this sentiment is. Busi- 
ness is languishing ; the people are depress- 
ed in spirits ; 1t is felt universally that silver 
was dropped from our monetary system 
without the knowledge or consent of the 
country; it is believed that the utilization of 
this metal product of America will cause an 
honest, substantial, and healthful inflation 
of ourcoin resources. The most effective 
way of impressing upon Congress the extent 
and earnestness of public sentiment in this 
matter is by the convocation of just such 


complished, then it is right and proper that 
he should be circumvented in the quickest 
and most summary manner possible. 
The bills furnish the 
opportunity. The silver clause will 
not be out of place, for the Senate 
Silver bill provides a Government revenue 
in the purchase of silver bullion for conver- 
sion into coin, and this revenue necessarily 
exerts an influence in determining the 
amount of appropriations which must be 
made to support the Government. The real 
trouble with the [nter-Ocean concern is that, 
having failed to excite any general and 
popular support for its greenback vagaries, 
it would secretly rejoice at the defeat of the 
silver movement which has united hard- 
money men and greenbackers in a common 
interest.

lf Appletons’ Cyclopedia had said that by 
the act of March 8, 1883, sudsidiary silver was 
made a legal-tender for sums only under five 
dollars,“ it would have been correct. Up to 
that date subsidiary silver had contained the 
same proportion of metal as the full dollar. 
Two halves, four quarters, or ten dimes con- 
tained 3714 grains of pure silver; the same as 
the dollar, and they were a legal-tender for any 
amount. We have seen it stated that 90 mill- 
ions of dollars had been coined of this small 
money between 1793 and 1853. The older men 
can recollect that half-dollars were the common 
coin currency. But by the act of March 3, 1853, 
the amount of silver in the subsidiary coins was 
reduced about 6 per cent, and they were limited 
to a legal-tender power of only five dollars, 
but the doliar piece was left undisturbed, and 
continued to be coined for twenty years there- 
after. As late 1872 there were 1,112,961 
silver dollars coined, and in 1873 the number 
was 977,150, so that it is not true the mints had 
ceased coining them previous to the furtive 
and sneaking demonetizing act of 1873. No, it 
is not right that the bonds issued since 1873 
should be paid in gold alone. Such is not the 
law nor contract. Ip 1870 Congress authorized 
the Secretary of the Treasury to offer new 
bonds bearing 5 per cent, 4 per cent, and 4 
per cent, in exchange for the outstanding 6 per 
cent bonds; and the law under which all these 
new bonds were authorized to be issued especial- 
ly enacted that such bonds, principal and in- 
terest, should be payable in colin“ of the 
United States “of the present (1870) standard 
value.“ The law required that this condition 
should be set forth in the bond itself, and all 
the bonds issued since July, 1870, recite, on 
their face, viz. : : 

This bond is issued in accordance with the pro- 
visions of an act of Congress entitled An act to 
authorize the refunding of the national debt, ap- 

roved July 14, 1870, amenaed by an act approved 
Sea; 20, 1871. and is redeemable at the — 
of the United States after the Ist day of Septem- 
ber, A. 1891, ix coin of the standard value of 
the United States on said July 14, 1870, with in- 
terest in such com from the day of date hereof, 
etc. , etc. 

All these bonds issued since 1873 contained 
on their face the contract that they were re- 
deemable at the pleasure of the Government in 
the coin of the United States which were of stand- 
ard value, not in 1877, but in July, 1870. Every 
man who bought one of these bonds bought it 
with the contract that it was payabie in the coin 
of the United States that was legai-tender in 
July, 1870. The United States promised to pay 
in such coin, and it is logically and legally ab- 
surd to assume that Congress has not the right 
to order the coinage again of silver dollars, and 
that these dollars cannot be used to redeem 
those bonds when they fali due, ten, twenty, or 
thirty years hence. Let Mr. CopgLAND read 
the contract printed on the face of the bond, as 
well as the act of 1870, and he will see that it is 
perfectly legal to pay all bonds issued since 
then in silver. There is no doubt about it what- 
ever.

while those who had intelligently examined 
into the matter were in favor of having the 
silver dollar restored and made a full legal- 
tender. 

The subject of remonetizing silver was 
discussed at the meeting on Thursdey with 
great ability and with great force. The 
whole history of American coinage was 
given and explained. The fatal act of de- 
monetization had deprived the country of 
all the benefits contemplated by the eighty 
years during which the double standard had 
been maintained. The fall in the value of 
silver, making it for the first time in forty 
years cheaper than gold, was the second time 
in the history of the Government when the 
country might avail itself of the privilege of 
using the cheaper coin, but of that privilege 
it was defrauded by the secret act of demon- 
etization. The discussion of the objections 
to the silver dollar was full and thor. 
ough. The cry of violated faith 80 
perpetually raised by the money- 
lending interest was examined and its 
falsity demonstrated. The fact that the 
whole public debt was payable, even after 
the various strengthening laws were passed, 
in gold or silver coin, at the option of the 
Government, was made so plain that there 
can hardly be a denial now made. Indeed, 
the President disavows any other theory, 
but he wants to go outside of the legal con- 
tract in the case of these bonds issued since 
silver was demonetized. The assumption is 
that these bonds are payable in gold, but the 
bonds themselves recite that they are paya- 
ble in the gold or silver coins of the United 
States of the weights known to the law in 
1870. These bonds are all dated in 1870 ; 
that is the date of the contract, and the 
Pa of the issue bas no i 


number ‘of new propositions and an indefi- 
nite number of sessions to accept or reject 
them. The party of repudiation is even 
stronger in Tennessee than in Virginia, 
Tennessee funded the interest on her bonds 
in 1866 and 1868. From July, 1869, to Jan- 
uary, 1874, she paid no interest. In

This proposition, which is said to be volun- 
tary on the part of the creditors, was in 
reality extracted from them by a threat of 
absolute repudiation unless they would con- 
sent to a compromise, 

The expetience of these States shows that 
there is no safety for any Government in 
partial dishonor, When once the process of 
repudiation begins, it is not likely to cease 
until every obligation has been canceled by a 
simple act of the Legislature.

We are delighted to meet with a practical 
proposition forthe construction of a Soutbern 
Pacific Railroad which we can commend.

The repealing clause, 
restoring the silver dollar, should be ap- 
pended to every appropriation bill 
passed by Congress, including that which 
provides for the payment of the President’s 
salary. There is no way in which the pop- 
ular demand can be more forcibly presented 
by Congress, and the adoption of this 
course will place the responsibility of its de- 


feat upon the President in such manner that : 


it will be impossible for him to evade it. 
The Inter-Ocean, which has been devoting 
its feeble energies for some years to an effort 
to secure an inflation of irredeemable notes, 
is now disposed to throw cold water on this 
spontaneous silver movement. It deprecates 
the discussion of finances in mass-meeting 
resolutions, and says it is illegitimate to en- 
graft on the appropriation bills a clause re- 
storing silver. Is it indeed? The people 
feel that they were swindled. It ws not a 
question of new legislation. The demand 
is that the swindle be set aside first and 
that the dollar be restored as it existed 
from the formation of the Government till 
it was surreptitivusly and fraudulently drop- 
ped, so that then the discussion of silver 
demonetization may go on regularly and 
legitimately. If the President opposes the 
rectification of the fraud that has been ac-

POOR PEARSON. 


This Warrior, Who Talked to the Mob so 
Sanguinarily, and Whom the Sans-Cullottes 
Afterward Sat Down on So Hard, Again 
Emerges from Total Eclipse. 

Prrrsnun, Pa., Dec. 14.—The official report 
of Maj.-Gen. Pearson has been submitted to the 
Adiutant-General of the State, and explains 
many things in connection with the July riots 
which have not hitherto been known or under- 
stood by it. The fact is brought tolight that Gen. 
Pearson was not present when the firing took 
place at Twenty-eighth street, but was in the 
telegraph office at the outer depot, in commu- 
nication with the Adjutant-General, who had 
his headquarters at the Union Depot. He 
was about to start up to the 
crossing, when he received intelligence 
of the collision, and, turning into the office, he 
sent for Maj.-Gen. Brenton. When he came in 
they had a consultation with Vice-President 
Cassat, who, fearing for the railroad property, 


requested that the troops be brought 
in to occupy and guard it. This 
request was complied with, and the 


troops were ordered into the round-houses ani 
other buildings. The Philadelphia militia were 
without rations and in a famished condition, 
and, after several ineffectual efforts to secure 
f for them, Gen. Pearson, with several mem- 


bers. of his staff, started for the 
Union Depot for the purpose of 
rocuring food. He arrived there about 


0:30 a. m., and was immediately advised and 
requested by the Adjutant-Geueral, owing to 
the exasperation existing against him amongst 
the rioters, who held him responsible for the 
firing and loss of life, that be should desist 
from further active participation in the 
command, as his presence would onl 
incite them to further deeds of outrage an 
violence, and he himself inevitably be murdered. 
Yielding to his superior officers, he removed 
his headquarters from the Union Depot 
to a private residence, and made 
provision for communication should 
such be desired. After being thus 
relieved of command, Gen. Pearson took no 
further part inthe military operations in this 
city. The report then details the various opera- 
tions in the anthracite regions, and closes with 
some practical suggestions as to the future 
management and service of State troops.

THE NORTH RRANCH 
AND THE FULLERTON AVENUE CONDUIT. 

The question of the unpleasant condition of the 
Chicago River has been a favorite one in this city 
ever since that stream came to be the receptacle of 
the sewerage of a large population. It does not 
anywhere clearly appear that this Chicago River 
evér was much of a stream, and the balance of tes- 
timony would indicate that it was at the first settle- 
ment of the city about such a stream as the Cal- 
umet now is. As soon as a rapidly-increasing 
population presented the question of sewage to 
the authorities, the river rose from the rank of a 
convenience to the dignity of a nuisance, and it 
has kept a firm hold on the popular mind ever 
since It has oceupied the time of the Council, 
filled the newspapers, and employed thousands of 
men in vigorous, though unpaid, profanity. 
in the case is that it 


bas been suffered to grow in offense so long. The 
South Branch has sunk into the obscurity of com- 
parative purity, and may, for the purpose of this 
—— be : by = 1 : 
As long ago as 1855, when the people were get- 
ting — to elect James Buchanan President, the 
ill savors of the waters were commented on, and 
schemes made to clear them. It had been acknowl- 
edged then, and has never since been doubted, that 
it was a necessity of the location of the city that 


the river should formamain sewer to discharge 


the city’s wasteage into the lake. The firet idea 
advanced was a rather crude one, that canals be 
built from both branches of the river to the lake. 
seems to have slept the eleep of 
the just for years, until, in the report 
of the City Engineer in 1862-'63, Mr. Chesbrough, 
who still holds the office, discussed the various 
pone. such as turning the Desplaines River into 
he North Branch to get a current. A that time 
Mr. Chesbrough sketched the plan for the tunnel, 
and showed clearly that it was practicable, and that 
it would do the work planned for it. 

In the report for the Board for 1870, Mr. Ches- 
brough again discussed the matter at length, 

THE FOUR SCHEMES 
then before the public were these: 

A system of intercepting sewers, running par- 
allel with the river, to take all the sewage before 
it reached the river, and convey it to the lake. 
This was not favored on account of the expense, 
which was set down at not less tnan „000. 

Asystem of reservoirs high up the river to 
maintain current enough to keep theriver clear. 
It appeared that these would need 2,500 acres to 
store the water for one month alone, and that 
killed that scheme. 

Artesian wells were proposed, but Mr. Chesbrough 
showed that it would take 405such wells as are 
common here to give the water needed. 

The fourth suggestion, which was strongly 
favored by the Engineer, was about the first put- 
ting in shape of the conduit. It was, in effect, 
that a twelve-foot tunnel be built along the line of 
Fullerton avenue, from the lake to the river, a dis- 
tance of about two miles. The estimate of cost 
was $480,000, which will not be so far out of the 
way. 
Nothing was done, and in the report for 1872-°73 
Mr. Chesbrough again recursto the subject, but 
only for the purpose of controverting Ald. Schaff- 
ner’s plan for a jot of artesian wells. In 1873 the 
work was determined on and bids invited. The 
first set of bias were opened Sept. 23, 1873, and 
the lowest was . This, not proving en- 
tirely satisfactory, anether lot were advertised for, 
and were opencd Feb. 6, 1874. The lowest bid 
this time was $362.500; but still another trial was 
had, andat the third attempt, tne bids being 
opened March 21, 1874, the lowest figure was 
$343, 284, at which price the work was let to 
George F. Norris & Co., to be completed by July 1, 
1875. It was calculated tnat it would change 
all the water in the North -Branch in 
twenty-four hours, and clear the whole riverfevery 
thirty-six hours, the capacity under a four-foot 
head being 34. 560, 000 walions. The specifications 
under which the work was let to Norris & Co. 
were that the tunnel was to be about 11. 000 feet 
in length, with an average depth of twenty-five 
feet below the surface of the street. —I. e., having 
its bottom line ten feet below the city datum. The 
masonry was to be twelve inches in thickness, of 
bricks laid in cement. 

THE END OF THE NORRIS CONTRACT “ 
is plainly remembered by all readers. The firm 
found they had made too low a hid. and according- 
ly threw upthe job. Of course, in modern day 
it is not to be expected that any contractor wil 
carry out his agreement with thecity unless he is to 
make by it, and the general form of taking a bond 
for the performance of work according to contract 
is well known to be an empty form. orris & Co. 
at once went to the beautiful Council of those days 
amd explained that they would like to be let off, 
and would be pleased to have the city finda buyer 
for their machinery, and would also like something 
handsome in the way of a settlement. This being 
a Colvin Council, with Colvin in the Mayor's chair, 
they got what they wanted without much difficulty, 
and June 14, 1875, the Aidermen voted that the 
next contractors would have to take the Norris 

lant at $24,587.95. The reason which 

essrs. Norris & Co. advanced for drop- 
ping the contract was tnat the work 
was harder than they expected, and that they found 
rock where they expected ioam or clay. They 
also found fauit with the borings, although the 
specifications plainly warned them that tbe con- 
tractor must take the work at his own risk with re- 
gard to peculiarities of soil which may exist at 
points between or on the sides of the borings.”

FRANK RAN DE. 
DID HE KILL J. J. WHITB? 

Did Rande, the prince of desperadoes, kill J. J. 
White, of Lawndale? is a question that is receiv- 
ing a great deal of attention just now from the 
citizens of that place in general, and from those 
who were participants in the pursuit of the fugi- 
tive murderer on the night of July 27 last. The 
evidence in support of an affirmative answer to 
the query is, of course, circumstantial, but 
the testimony is stronger tham any deduced 
on the negative side thus far. The cold- 
blooded assassination of a peaceable citizen by 
an unknown tramp was fally recorded in Tus 
Tame at the time, but, owing to the intense 
excitement that prevailed in consequence of the 
great riots, it did not attract that attention from 
the press and the publie that it would have done 
under the ordinary condition of things. It will be 
remembered that the citizens of Lawndale organ- 
ized for protective purposes, becanse Of the threat- 
ening aspect of affairs last summer, and Mr. J. J. 
White was prominent among them. He discovered 
a suspicious-looking man loitering about his prem- 
ises on Millard avenue, about ¥ o'clock at night, 
and took the fellow in custody. The prisoner de- 
manded of White his authority for the detention, 
and on his producing it in the shape of a badge, 
which had been improvised for the occasion, the man 
started along quietly — and proceeded but a 
few ste when he quickly drew a revolver with 
his left Cond and fired right in the face of his cus- 
tod an, the ball fatally wounding 1 — and the 

der brrnjng his face. It is well known that 
Rapde ogg ng | Scott) is as sxillfal in * a 
pistol with his left hand as with his rigut. The 
manner in which White was shot. and the fact that 
Rande has eaid that he resolved to shoot any officer 
who attempted to arrest him. would indicate the 
„bold bandit of the Wabash' as the assassin. Then 
when Capt. Elphicke and a number of others per- 
sued the flying murderer, he fired several times 
over his left show@der at his pursuers, keeping on 
the run inthe meantime and distancing the men 
who were chasing him. Capt. Elphicke emptied 
the contents of a six-shooter at him, and led the 
van of the citizens in the pursuit, but the desperado 
was too fleet for them all. He ran in a southerly 
direction for a square, and while so doing 
was fired at by Mr. Chase, who saw him 
from a window of his residence. The shots 
evidently did not take effect, or, if they did, they 
did not — the murderer's progress. He sped 
on, and managed to fire one shot so accurately— 
notwithstanding the darkness—that one citizen 
had his clothes perforated by a bullet and escaped 
narrowly from a wound. BY adroit move ments 
be eluded his pursuers, and. despite a vigorous 
search, escaped capture. Since that eventful 
night 


NO TRACE OF THE ASSASSIN 

has been obtained, but when the desperado Rande 
came to public notice some of the gentlemen who 
pursued the murderer of Mr. White began to 
think matters over, and came to the conclusion 
that Rande answered the description of the man so 
far as its meagreness could do so. Capt. Elphicke 
informed a TRIBUNE 8 y that the 
man he pursued had a ‘* peaked nose. which 
would seem to answer that of Rande’s, whose nose 
has been injured so that its tip or peak shows 
quite prominently. No good descriptions of the 
murderer were given last July, but Miss White, 
a daughter of the murdered man, may 
be able to identify him. A photograph of 
the now very notorious desperado was sent out for 
the young lady's inspection last evening. She saw 
the man who killed her father before the deed was 
committed, and is probably the only person who 
can identify him. 

=Rande’s movements, up to the Gilson tragedy, 
are unknown, and he is reticent regarding them. 
Mr. White was killed on the night of July 27, and 
the Gilson murder was committed Aug, 3. Ample 
time would thus have been given for man like 
Rande to reach Gilson from Lawndale. 

On the other hand, it is stated that the man who 
killed Mr. White was a Scandinavian or a German, 
and his epeech denoted the latter nationality. It 
is also said he had no whiskers. Rande might 
have imitated a German, and he has had pienty of 
time to grow his present stabby beard since July 
last. Capt. Mack, of the Bridewell, is said to 
have stated his velief that the murderer was a man 
who escaped from that prison, and to whom 
a revolver had been returned which had 
been taken from bim when he was received 
at the institution. That man was a desperate char- 
acter, and it is said would not hesitate to shoot a 
man down if his liberty was in jeopardy. 

Other persons who have been interviewed about 
the matter discreait the belief that Rande killed 
Mr. White, and advanced arguments against it. 

Steps will probably de taken to settle the ques- 
tion of identity, sv far as Rande is concerned, and 
to that end it is likely tnat a visit to the prince of 
ruffians will be made by some of the residents of 
Lawndale who saw the murderer of Mr. White.

together.

If there are 
ten thousand individuals in our country intent 
upon becoming the owners of ceramic collec- 
tions, and a good many thousands more ipfected 
with a desire to indulge in the refinements of 
household-art decoration, how many must there 
be eager to receive the instruction and advice 


contained in these admirable bandbooks? 


A most wholesome and gratifying feature of 
the three works before us is their inculcation of 
an honest and sturdy independence in matters 
of taste as well as of feeling. The professors

60 many of them assumed a lofty and dictatorial 
tone in expounding the principles and laws 
of esthetics, that to differ from them appeared 
to be tantamount tv a confession of 
culpable ignocance, lowering one to the ievel 
of an actual criminal. It is comforting to be 


assured by the present writers, in no uncertain 
tones. that one may still preserve his self-re- 
spect though ne have mot yet learned to appre-

effects of color and arrangement; never be con- 
deut that your tastes will remain any more 
steadfast than have the tastes of educated peo-

It is from the hands of an Englisbman that 
the countrymen of Thoreau receive this tribute 
to the nobility and purity of his character aod 
purposes. Perhaps no man has arisen among 
us whose conduct subjected him to greater mis- 
understanding and wisrepresentation tban did 
that of “the Hermit of Walden.“ It was in- 
nocent of harm to others; it was elevated in its 
aims, aud straightforward, open-bearted, scru- 
pulous, and stainless in its action: but it was 
singular,—and this the world cap least of all 
comprehend or tolerate. An individuality so 
distinct and independent as to be unable or un- 
willing to comport itself according to the stand- 
ards and customs of conventional society, is a 
perpetual puzzle to the mass of mankind, sug- 
gesting every sort of explanation but the 
simple and right ove. It being the universal 
creed that it is the chief duty of each member 
of a community to live as exactly as possible 
after the pattern of the rest, the bebavior of 
one who believes himself under a sacred obliga- 
tion to lead the life dictated by the laws of his 
own higher nature, is a never-ending surprise, 
av inexplicable mystery, a continual irritant of 
the public curiosity, a source of uneasy gossip 


Thoreau was a strongly-marked character iu a 
village-circle remarkable for the number of its 
striking personalities. Tne defiance of all un- 
just and irrational restrictions, which was born 
with bim, was fostered dy education, by associ- 
ation with minds as self-sufficing and self-poised 
as his own, and, above all, by constant close 
intimacy with Nature, who teaches, on every 
leaf and in every letter of her inspired volume, 
freedom from artificial restraints, aud the de- 
ee the biessedness, the sanctification, of a 
life of simplicity, of f ity in the mental and 


Yet, when all is said, the life of Thoreau 
was not so different from that of many other 
men as to justify extraordinary comment. He 
never married. in this he was not singular. 
His bi hers are silent upon the subject, but 

of his family have stated that, in his 

outh, he loved as the majority of men do, but 
opelessly; and it must be allowed that be was 
singular in remaining faithful to his early and 
y dream of marital happiness. He was in- 
tensely fond of 3 and of solitary com- 
was a healthy senti- 
ment, common to not a few generous, warm- 
hearted, and unvitiated nizations. He built 
a hut on the banks of Walden Pond, within 
easy walking distance of Concord, and played 
at being a bermit for a year or more. But it 
was little more than a play. He visited his moth- 
er's house every day, getting no doubt one or two 
substantial meals in human fellowship; he reg- 
ularly called at the post-office and other places 
where the current news is proverbially dis- 
used; and he probably saw much more of his 
riends in his rude cabin in the woods than he 
would have done had he dwelt in the ordinary 
way among them. In truth, there are hundreds 
of men who have not drawn upon themselves 
any particular attention from the fact, who are, 
in the forests and on the prairies of our fron- 
tiers, following from choice far more genuinely 
the life of a hermit than did this man of poetic 
and philosophic tastes. who remained close to 
the borders of bis native village, and kept up 
his intimacies with it, while indulging in ap en- 
thusiasm tor the society of the beeches and the 
pines, the wild creatures in feathers and fur 
that find shelter in retired places, and the 
Hun tribes that inhabit the clear waters of 
stream and lake. Indeed, in the crowded 
city there is not seldom found one who is 
more truly a recluse, more silent and secluded 
in habit, than was Thoreau when he and his 
friends fancied he was enacting so unique a 
part in the little hermitage connected by a 
well-worn path with the busy world lying just 


Thoreau came to open issue with the authori- 
ties, and chose to spend a night in jail rather 
than pay a tax which the law imposed; he was 
the first towspouse openly the cause of John 
Brown; he was a hater of Slavery. as of all other 
forms of oppression; but there was a numerous 
aod eminent company of reformers who shared 
with him these sentiments and experiences,— 
bis only distinction being tnat he had less tact 
and worldly prudence than the majority of 
them. Lastly, Thoreau had many good parts 
and signal virtues, a fair education, a liking for 
pleasures of an intellectual character, a keen 
power of observation, and a sturdy, direct, hon- 
est way of recording his. knowledge and opin- 
jons, that created interest and excited trust.

As regards feeding: a very young babe, during 
the first twelve hours of its life, requires no feed- 
ing whatever, and three-fourths of the evils troub- 
ling infants are produced by the ignorant notion 
that just as soon as a babe begins to breathe it is 
hungry, and requires (for various foolieh reasons 
some sort of mess,—mashed cracker, 
sugar and water, milk, eic., and saiways & 


few spoonfule of bot water and sugar. 
needs oniy warmth and perfect rest. Several, 
bours after it may be carefully washed and 
simply clothed in soft flannels and cotton mate- 
8, and, if summer, let the woolens be either of 
new gauze varieties, or old half-worn garments. 
Furnish all bodies with strings and button holes, 
eo that they may be made looser or tighter; and 
always allow all garments to be sufficientiy loose 
for the limbs to be moved at pleasure. 

As regards one point, let me say: I always use a 
„ Fureks, much to my own, the infant's, and 
every one elee's comfort; if this article ie not 
healthful (properly used), i have been eo fortunate 
as to luckily (?) escape any penalty to be paid 
from it during twenty-four yeare’ experience with 
= own and other people's children. Where 
obliged to use other nourishment than the mother’s 
milk, I would advise the use of two regular nurse- 
bottles fitted with nipples and sponge, and these 1 
should always wash myself. fret well cleansing, 
and then puiting into weak sods-water (made of 
one teaspoonfu' of bi-carbonate of soda in a cupful 
of water) poured into a shallow dish; When ready 
to use, rinse well. Yes, it is some trouble, but if 
a bealthful, happy babe is the result, will it not 


pay? 

Por & young babe, in order to overcome the great- 
er coagulability of the cascine of cow's milk, add 
to each bottieful of scalded skimmed milk one- 
fourth the quantity of thin, transparent muctlage 
of fine white gum arabic, and s mite of salt. with 
one grain of bi-carbonate of soda. or potassa, in 
creasing the la tet each two weeks until at three 
months two grains is. used, and the milk used 
stronger, by not ekimming so closely. This prep- 
gration is at once nutritious and very soothing to 
the bowels. 

iu the fourth month, gradually add either a 
preparation of barley, or Scotch oatmeal. as in. 
dicated by the state of the bowels, usiag catmeal 
if not loose, barley in case of any bowel - weakness, 
prefer tne pease barley and grinding it myself in 
a mill ept for thie oy arr alone. 
A teaspoonful of either should boiled in from 
three to eight ounces of water (tablespoonfuls) 
for about fifteen minutes,—the gruel to be quite 
thin for the fret month, then gradually in 
created in etrength until at weaning-time a 
rather stiff 8 is enjoyed, with mils or even 
a little cream. Infante from 4 to 6 monthe of 
age are to have equal parte of this gruel added to 
skimmed milk, witha pinch of salt and a little 
sugar. At first, the gruel should preponderate:; 
later. the milk It should, for the fret eleven 
months. be taken throvgh. a nursing-bottle, 
and always add the speck of soda. o keep 
the milk sweet, put it into small flasks (after 
ecalding), cork tightly, and place in ice; or, in 
eu of this, wrap a wet towei cound each bottle 
and place in a dieb or bowl of water, set in a draft 
of alr. 

Condensed milk is excellent as a substitute for 
cow's milk. but if I had all the children in America 
(oO raise it should be upon oatmeal and milk, witha 
chauge to ground baricy in case of any bowel disor- 
der. Be sure to strain all gruel before aading the 
milk. If babes are fed judiciously there is but lit 
tle danger at ‘‘ weaning time aud duripgthe teeth- 
ing, the terrors of tbe loving mother Thetroubies 
dome from overfeeding, hot and foul air, 
and often (sad to say) veglect ss regards 
bathing,—for too many mothers either do 
not know, or have pot the time to de 
«tow upon, the important daily and tri-daily duty 
of bathing, and washing, orspongmg. Waeh in tep- 
id water at least fourtimesaday aoout the bips 
and bowels, and plange in water of the same tem 

peratore twice datiy, --moraing aud night, —drying 
thoroughly. 

When a child is taken with vomiting and purging 
withhold all food and keep in the fresh eir 
for five bours. then give a few drops of 
pure, good whisky in ice- water every ten minutes, 
uni physician can be had If tbere is any de- 
ay bere, at Once immerse in warm water, and 
keep warm flannela to the feet, with flannels 
dipped in hot water to the bowels, with se little 
moving as possible. In case of emergency, mix 
three ounces of chalk-mixture, balf an ounce 
tincture kino (or catechu). and half an 
ounce of common tincture cardemon. A 
child a year and a half oid may take 
of this one teaspoonfy) every two hours, if 
the discharges.are frequent, and less frequently 
ifnot. Shake the bottle well. If there is thirst, 
give iced-gum water. 

Ihave sometimes had occasion to take s ete 
further and give laudanum injections, byt though 
have need this remedy with marked effect, | ai- 
ways have done eo under directions of a physician. 
Always wean a cnild caring cool weather, and do 
not nurse Overa year old if it can be avoided. It is 
injurious to both mother and child. 

As regards the management of a babe, I almost 
fear to beard the lionin his den. and give my 
experience. My idea is, that « babe is made hap 
py. or the reverse, “~ so far as it is madea 
trattable creature, and thie work of governing 
should begin at the beginning of a child's life. 
The very first day insist upon uo nursing merely 
for the sake of indulging the dozing old nurse, to 
theruin of your child, Then at once commence 
teaching g habits. Never sleep with your babe 
in your arms, but place it wide awake on the soft 
hair mattrass, without pillow. in its own crib. 
Never change it during the night, under an 
circumstances. Before bathing in the morning, if 
constipated, give a simple warm water enema, -- 
using a tiny one ounce or half ounce syringe. In 
one month, or less time, you will have-fixed a 
habit that will save you infinite trouble and per 
haps mortification. If your babe Screams, as 
certain if anything really troubles it, these little 
ones are not apt to scream for nothing, but, if this 
ia the case, it will only expand his lungs; may 
make a dne singer or orator of him; but do not al- 
low the habit to grow; try to attract the attention, 
anvthing rather than allow fretfulnese and ill 
temper to become a fixed habit. 

Do not (after awhile) govern too much, and, 
above ai), govern yourself. If tue little nande 
strike and slap, tie them up in a handkerchief for 
a whole half day, at least for from one to three 
hours fora young child. If the little tongue of 
fends, forbid all intercourse with the family for a 
time: if untruthful, deceitful, and dishonoraple. 
then let 1 be severe. I have remain 
ed at home from an expected journey iu order to 
bring such deep mortification right home,—a child 
who loves earnestly will grieve deeply overa moth- 
ers as well as their own disappointment. In like 
manner I have often remained from some festivity, 
a party for which I was dressed, an opera for which 
1 was cloaked.

Never punish corporea!ly in anger, but on some 
rare occasions do not spare the rod.

Some 
men were wtb MB unkindly to raise him, but 
he could not raised. Dying of old age.“ 
after a long life of toll and hardships and small 
comforts; not dying in clover, well cared 
for, as his faithful service merited, but in 
the bleak street surrounded by au unfeeling 
throng, and only wishing to be let alone to die in 
peace. A lady and her two boys were passing also. 
Tney looked interested and curious, but I failed 
to see in their faces that heartfelt pity I should 
look for in ay — i faces, and, not seeing, feel 
sorely disappointed and bitterly self-reproachful ; 
because it would have deen my negligence and 
thoughtleseness, my indolence and selfishness, 
which would have been the cause of their seemiug 
heartlessness.

THE LITTLE ON ES. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Curcaeo, Dec. 12. —At the recent meeting of The 
Home coutributors, we were so often questioned 
on the wiser ways of training infancy that our at- 
tention was naturally enough diverted to the wants 
and needs of the little ones. Their wants are 
few. their needs are not many, and these are 
mostly defenses in many forme against exposures 
to adverse influences cf air and food. Foul air and 
overfeeding form a crying ein against the health of 
infancy. The mother's love forthe little ones is 
so great and strong. and often her decision 
of character ie eo emall, that much I 
ness and many eufferings come that might 
have been prevented. Often infante need less food 
and more Ruid to carry cn the machinery of liv- 
ing. Why not give them water, cool or warm, as 
discretion may direct? We water pinks and roses. 
birds and kittens, and why not inftauts? These 
are made of 80 percent of the aqueous ufd In 
warm seasons Of the year the bot temperature of 
their bomes ig constantly exuding in various 
ways this very fuid of which they are so largely 
made. Evenin moderate temperatures and in the 
blandest climes, insensible perspiration, or exuda- 
tion from myriads of secreting follicles, is con-

In the summer months. infants are easily dis- 
turbed. They may not have been bere long enongh 
to well bear all the bad influences to which they 
are exposed, They 4 not be inured to the great 
and frequent Changes of our climate, and the un- 
wise mausgement ot many mothers, who had not 
been taucht their maternal! duties. Mothers should 
take great care of their little ones, that are so 
delicate and weak as to be but poorly able o re- 
set the many noxious hearings to which hey are 
exposed in our bot nights and botter days. Ex 
cessive beat even in their dwellings and in ovr 
winter months Impairs the tone and strength of 
every tissue, lessens the use and function of every 
organ, but particularly the culaneous. surface 
and the mucous membrane of the long canal. 
This membrane, so liable to be disturved by ex- 
cessive heat and undigested food, is the inner lin- 
ing of the mouth, guilet, stomach,and bowels, -- 
all properly enough called the alimentary canal, 
because all aliment passes through it on ite way to 
supply the needs of every tisaue, and to strengthen 
the function of every organ. Examine the lining 
of an infant's mouth. It has a rosy and highiy- 
polished surface, and retains its delicacy and beau- 
ty all the Way. Mothers, then.-shonld use due 
care jest they impaira passage so delicate and fair. 

Io young mothers, untaught in the mysteries of 
infancy, we ought to | that infants cannot digest 
so much or #O well in hot @s in cool 
seasons of the year, so they should give their little 
ones a summer days jess food than usual. A1 
ways give theme jittie less than they may want, 
for they often want wach more than they really 
need. Never urge food upon the little ones: their 
neariy upright gastric sack cavnot digest what it 
does not want. Milk contains all the needed eie 
ments of nutrition, and should be supplied at rega- 
Jar:ntervals oftime. HKetween these intervals. if 
they are thirsty, give them cool water to supply 
the place of that which is passing constantly away 
by the ekin, macous membrane, and other ways 
to be specified bereafter. An hour after feeding, 
when the infant may feel the need of something in 
ite Crop, may be just the time to satisfy its needs 
of finids and its right demand for water We pray 
young mothers to avoid all those starchy drinks 0 
often given. They contain the germ of fermect- 
ation. Avoidal! fluids but water, and that which 
Nature made to those twin fountains of nutriment. 
In moderate quantities no drink can keep toe 
stomach or gastric sack so sweet and the in 
fants breath so pure as draughts of pure, spark- 
ling water It the saturai supply needs dilution. 
if the digeetive force is feeble. give the infant 
water to coo! the inner lining of the stomach. and 
prepare it forite proper function. Give a «mal! 
smount, At other times be more generous. Na 
ture will tel} (he infact when t bas drank epough.

ble. The chaing of liquor are more strongly 
riveted than those of slavery ever were.

They should not link themselves with 
such a one, thinking their love can eave him trom 
himself. The depth and truth of woman's love is 
powerless before an overmastering appetite. The 
novelty of woman's love and faithfulness is soon 
one. When woman's influence shal! prevail, and 
egalizing crime by granting license shall cease, we 
may hope the demon drink will be driven from the 
land.

TO PAINT PHOTOGRAPHS, 
To the Editor uf The Tribune. 

Genxeva, III., Dec. 14. — I will try and tell In 
quirer how to paint photographs: First pot the 
picture in hot water; let it etand till it can be taken 
from the card without tearing; wipe it with @ clean 
cloth to remove any dirt that may be on the pict- 
ure; jet it dry; wash the glass with soap and water, 
and be sure it is free from blemish; then make & 
paste of corn-starch, rather thin; apply it to the 
face of the picture while hot. using a brush to put 
iton. Asky- brush is the best. Put the picture on 
the inside of the convex glass, then hold a piece of 
silk oil-cloth, double, at the back of the picture; 
have a small wooden paddle, rounded and smooth 
at the ena, about an eighth of an inch thick and 
one inch broad, with a handle five inches long, with 
this commence to rab the starch out that ts between 
the picture and the glass, keeping the oil-cloth be- 
tween the paddie and the picture, otherwise it 
woud tear the picture; commence on the face. rab 
each way justa little at a time. Be sure there 
is no starch left in the middle 
of your pleture, but work it clear 
and clean to the outer edge. If there 
be any starch left under your picture, it will have 
to be taken off, washed, and gone over the same 
process as before, making new starch each time. 
When you have put it on to suit you, let it dry; 
then put it on a plate, the picture up. and fill it 
half-full of castor-oil. Wet the whole of the sur- 
face with it; let it stand three or four days, or till 
it is perfectly clear. Everything depends upou it 
being clear. If there are any places that have not 
cleared, they will turn white after the picture ts 
painted. When your picture is perfectly clear, 
turn off the oil. wipe it dry, and varuien it with 
Triumph varnieh. Let it stand two days; then 
paint it; use tube paints thinned with magilp, aud 
fine camels-hair brusbes; the finest for the eyes 
and lips. Paint the eyes, Hips, peg (A collars, 
shirt-bosoms, and laces on the back of the picture, 
The eyes and lips * the greatest delicgey of 
touch in painting, hen have ready a glass the 
same as the first. Wet pieces of cardboard the 
sixteenth partof an inch, or half the size would 
be better, in thick gum-arabic water; put eight of 
them on the extreme edge of the picture; let it 
stand five minutes: then place the second glass at 
the back of the first, these little pieces between 
them; let it stand till the glass will not show 
where the glasses are firmly fastened together, then 
paint the remainder of your picture op this sec- 
ond glass, bolding it up to the light so you will not 
paint outside of the lines. Use plenty of paint, 
and put it on even. The great fault lies in using 
too little paint. And be careful not to use too 
highly colored paints on the face and hair. For the 
red in the face 1 use vermilion with silver white, 
the clear vermilion on the lips; for the hair, Van- 
dyke brown with Naples yellow No. 1 for light 
hair, and for dark the brown with lamp-biack. For 
the complexion of ladies and children, use clear 
white on the forehead, nose, chin, and neck, un 
less they are very dark; if so, use a little Naples 
yellow with the white. For gentlemen, white, 
Naples vellow, anda little brown, the least bit,

THE NOTABLE CARD-VASE, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CoLpWaTER, Mich., Dec. 12.-—-In compliance 
with many requests from The Home friends, I will 
proceed to describe the card-vase spoken of in my 
jast letter. Procure a plant jar of the smallest di- 
mensions, also two saucers, one large and one 
small Sandpaper until smooth all over, except 
the inside of the jar. Cement the bottom of the 
large saucer to the bottom of the jar and the rim of 
the jar to the inside of the small saucer. Scratch 
with a penknife a circular braiding design on the 
inside of the large saucer, or I would 
suggest instead dragons. Mark straight 
lines around the jar, and on the 
smaller saucer hearts or diamonds, with a section 
of Grecian border between, or irregular lines, 
Now proceed to paint the lines and figures with 
vlack paint, putting also a half-inch band of black 
around the edge of the larger saucer. Do the 
work carefully and you have a very antique-look; 
ing card-vase. | 

If you wish a velvet frame for cabinet sized 
photographs. cat strips of pasteboard the desired 
length and width, say five pieces, two side, one 
bottum, two crossed for the top; notch the ends, 
Cut corresponding length-pieces of some bight 
wood, flat on one side and round on the other, of 
several thicknesses of pasteboard fastened 
together, to form the centre-pieces, which 
should pot be more than three-eighthy 
of an inch wide. Trim the tall 
of the narrow pieces so they will reach from the 
centre of the notchin each of the wide pieces to 
the same place on the other end. Now lay your 
pieces down with the narrow etrips in the centre of 
the wide, and the ends crossed. Trim the narrow 
pieces off where they cross under if very thick: 
Cover each piece separately with velvet of any col, 
or you choose,--dark shades are most durable. 
Soak strawsin warm water until they will split 
without cracking and are pliable. Wind the nar- 
row pieces, with the straws crossed on the top or 
merely crossing diagonally; tack them on the wide 
trips, and, along each side, tack dlindiv whole 
etraws. The whole straws must be cut off where 
the pieces cross each other. The size and shape 
as well as the arrangement of the etraw can bd 
varied to suitthe taste, and they are exceedingly 
pretty as well as inexpensive. |

I havea little girl, now 
nearly 8 years old, who, three or four times during 
the winter of each year, bas been threatened with 
croup. I have called a physician but once, and 
that was when she was quite young. I said she 
bad been threatened; those threats begin with 
a hoarse bark not to be mistaken aud never disre- 
garded. The first one brings me to my feet, aud in 
no time I give her a half-teaspounfal of sirup of 
ipecac, peaceably if I can, forcioly if 1 must, but 
p yes. Sometimes I can open her mouth and pour 

tin without waking ber. Ibe next move is to see 
what time itis. Then | make myself comfortable, 
and repeat the dose every fifteen minutes until 
there is notasingle cough during the interval. 
This is usually accomplished with four or five doses, 
but sometimes takes eight or ten. She sleeps _ 
along except as 1 waken ber to give a dose, his 
quantity does not often produce nausea in her 
case; when it does, and the cough continaes, 1 
reduce a little. Ask the druggist of whom you 
buy to give you directions for giving; he will tell 
you that you can do no barm with it for 
the simple reason that an overdose will be ejected.

The early twilight.of a Sunday evening in 
Hamilton, Bermuda, isan alluring time. There 
is just enough of whispering breeze, fragrance 
of flowers, and sense of repose to raise one’s 
thoughts beaveuward; and just enough ama- 
teur piano music to keep him reminded of the 
other place. There are many venerable pianos 
in Hamilton, and they all play at twilight Age 
enlarges and evriches the powers of some 
musical instruments,—notably those of the 
violin,—but it seems to set a piano’s teeth on 
edge. Most of the music in vogue there is the 
same that those pianos prattled in their inno- 
cent infancy; and there is somethiog very 
pathetic about it when they go over it now, in 
their asthmatic second childhood, dropping a 
note here and there, where a tooth is gone.

“HIGHER CLASS” ECCENTRICITY. 

We prowled on several hours, sometimes by 
the seaside, sometimes inland, and finaily man-

‘GRAPE-BEARING TREES. 

Here and there on the country roads we found 
lemon, papaia, orange, lime, and fig trees; also 
several sorts of palms, among them the cocoa, 
the date, and the palmetto. We saw some bam- 
boos forty feet high, with stems as thick as a 
man’s arm. Jungles of the mavgrove-tree 
stood up out of swamps, propped on their in- 
terlacing roots as upon a tangle of stilts.

There was a curious gnarled and twisted black 
tree, without a single leaf on it. It might 
have itself off for a dead apple- 
tree t for the fact that it had a 
star-like, red-hot flower sprinkled sparsely 
over its person. It had the scattery red glow that 
a constellation might have when giim throagh 
smoked glass. It is possible that our constelia- 
tions have been so consiructed as to be invisible 
—— smoked glass; if this is so it is a great 
mistake. 


We saw tree that bears grapes, and just as 
calmly and unostentatiously 18 a vine would do it. 
We saw an India-rubber tree, but out of sea- 
son, possibly, so there were no shoes on it, 
nor suspenders, nor anything that a person 
would properly expect to find there. This gave it 
an impressively fraudulent look. There was ex- 
actiy one ma ny tree on the island. I know 
this to be reliable, because I saw a man who said 
he had counted it many a time and could not be 
mistaken. He was a man with a hare lip anda 
pure heart, and everybody said he was as true as 
steel. Such men are all too few. 

POTATOES, ONIONS, AND TRAMPS. 
We saw scores of colored farmers digging 
their crops of potatoes and onions, their wives 
and children heiping,—entirely contented and 
lortable, if looks go for anything. We nev- 
er met @ man, or woman, or child anywhere in 
this sunny island who seemed to bé unprosper- 
ous, or discontented, or sorry about anything. 
This sort of monotony became very tiresome 
presently, and even something worse. The spec- 
tacle of an entire nation groveling in content- 
ment is an infuriating thing. We felt the lack 
of something in this community,—a vague, an 
undefinabie, an elusive something, and yet a 
lack. But after considerable thought we made 
out what it was,—tramps. Let them go there, 
right now, ina body. It is utteriy virgin soil, 
Passage is cheap. Every true patriot in 
America will help buy tickets. Whole 
armies of those excellent beings can be spared 
from our midst and our polis; — Will und a de- 
licious climate and a green, kind-hearted people. 
There are potatoes and onions for all, and a gener- 
ous welcome for the first batch that arrives, and 
elegant graves for the secona.

Later inthe year 2 another crop, 
which they call the Garnet. e buy their potatoes 
(retail) at $15 a barre); and those colored farmers 
buy ours fora song, and live on them. Havana 
might exchange cigare with Counecticat in the 
same advantageous way, if she thought of it.

‘*Potatoes Wanted.“ An ignorant stranger, 
doubtiess. Be could not have gone thirty steps 
from his place without finaing plenty of them. 

In several fieids the arrowrovot crop was already 
sprouting. Bermuda used to make a vast annua! 


profit out of this staple before firearms came into 
such geneial use.

But healtn permits are 
not granted after 7 in the evening, partly be- 
cause a ship cannot be inspected aud overhauled 
with exhaustive thdroughness except in day- 
light, and partly because health officers are lia- 
ble to catch cold if they expose theinselves to 
the night air. Still, you can buy a permit after 
hours for $5 extra, and the officer wil) do the 
inspecting next week. Our ship and passengers 
lay under expense and in humiliating captivity 
all night, under the very nose of the little offi- 
vial reptile who is supposed to protect New 
York from pestilence by his vigilant “inspec- 
tions.” This imposing rigor gave everybody a 
solemn and awful idea of the beneficent watchful- 
ness of vur Government, and there were some who 
wondered if anything finer could be found in other 
countries. 

In the morning we were all a-tiptoe to witness 
the intricate ceremony of inspecting the ship. But 
it was a disappointing thing. The health officer's 
tug ranged alongside for a moment, our purser 
handed the lawful $3 permit fee to the health of- 
ficer’s bootblack, who passed us a folded paper in 
a forked stick, and away we went. The entire 
inspection did not occupy thirteen seconds. 

The health officer's place 18 worth $100,000 a 
year to him. His system of inspection is perfect, 
and therefore cannot be improved on; but it seems 
to me that his system of collecting his fees might 
be amended. For a great ship to lie idle all night 
is a a most costly loss of time; for her passengers 
to have to do the same thing works to them tbe 
same damage, with the addition of an amount of 
exasperation and bitterness of sou! that the specta- 
cle of that health off . . could hardly 
sweeten.

THE COURTS. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, Divorces, 
Etc. 

The case of James A. Hinds and Joel B. Davis 
vs. Joseph G. Stolp, which has been on trial the 
past week before Judge Blodgett, was concluded 
yesterday noon. The complainants in 1866 and 
1867 owned a tract of land in West Aurora covered 
by a planing-mill known as the Blackhawk Mills. 
They also claimed to own half the water-power, 
less 400inches, derived from adam built from the 
west bank of the Fox River to an isiandin the 
middle of the stream. The defendant claims to own 
the whole island, and by virtue of that to have a 
right to one-half the water-power on either side of 
him, as apart of his riparian rights. The com- 
plainants alleged that Stolp was only entitled to 
1,104 inches of water, that being the amount 
boaght by him, and they filed a bill to restrain him 
from using more than this amount. The whole 
water-power at low water is about 3,600 inches. 
while at high water it is some two or three times 
as much. The case occupied a week in the trial, 
and yesterday the jury, after three or four hours’ 
deiiberation, returned a verdict for the defendant. 
THE CHICAGO RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION COM- 

PANY. 

Robert H. Bulkley. the Receiver in the case of 
the Commercial Loan Company et al. vs. The 
Chicago Railway Construction Company and others, 
filed a report yesterday. Le states that Mr. N. B. 
Rappleye has notified him that he cannot carry out 
the terms of a purchase of certain property sold 
by the Receiver to him for $7,000. Several 
owners of judgments against the Company, being 
the complainants in the present suits, have re- 
quested the Receiver to transfer the property of 
the Company to J. 8. Cooper, They claim that 
within the last few days they have discovered 
that an arrangement was made in August 
last between the Construction Company. 
the Chicago & Illinois River Railroad Com- 
pany, and the Chicago & Alton Railroad 
Company by which the Construction Company 
agreed to convey someof its property to them in 
fraud of the rights of the judgment creditors. The 
assets of the Construction Company sold for $30, - 
128, from which, atter paying expenses, there is 
a balance of $28.230.25. The Receiver therefore 
asks that he may be allowed to make the transfer 
asked to J. 8.

Wasurneton, D. C., Dec. 12.—Crystallized 
dullness is the characteristic of the town. The 
national show having agreed upon the time for 
vacation, appears to have gone to slevp until 
the time shall come around when it will awake 
to the necessity of railroad passes and packing 
up. As near as can be ascertained there will be 
a general exodus next Saturday and Monday. 
Affecting utter exhaustion from the terribie 
lubors of the special session and what has passed 
of the regular session, the law-makers propose 
to refresh themselves for the coming campaign 
with such recreation as may be 
evolved from a visit to their constituents. 
Those in Congress wno belong to the legal fra- 
ternity claim that their busiues#’ demands some 
attention, and will go home to regulate their 
dockets and fix up their cases. Then there are 
some doctors who have become alarmed by the 
intelligence that their patients in far-away 
towns are doing better than should be expected 
uuder any circumstances.

gravely point to the chaotic state of their pri- 
vate affairs, and fearlessly hint that if Peter 
Strauss wants any more legislation he must 
possess his soul in patience until nis reprepre- 
sentatives have put some new cloth into their 
own old garments and secured their personal 
matters against the neglect that doth rust and 
corrupt.

Eustis takes his 
success very quietly, for ne is not the class of 
man to manifest an extraorflinary amount of 
enthusiasm over any sort of subject. He has a 
rich, glowing complexion, and stiff, wiry hair 
and beard, and his whole manner betray a man 
of facts rather than of fancy. I asked him to- 
night if he ever suspected himseif of having any 
imagination, to which he frankly replied that 
he never did. Itis possible that his mental sys- 
tem conceals the capacity for a great speech, but 
it is doubtful. If it does, it is to be 
pitied, for his slow, laborious, heavy method of 
talking would effectually strangle any effort at 
expression before it was satisfactorily born. A 
more deliberate man, or a man more cautious 
of his sentences, or more sensitive as to his 
opinions, does not inhabit the Senate Cham- 
ber. 

ON THE SILVER QUESTION 
he is for straight-out remonetization and the 
payment of the debt and interest in the silver 
dollar. As far as he has looked into the Re- 
sumption act, be has nota particle of faith in 
it, but is opposed to ita repeal.

When 
the waves of the Mississippi grow ambitious 
and flood the Southern couutry, he thinks the 
pacification policy demands their withdrawal, 
like the troops, and upon this obligation of the 
National Government to keep its property off 
other people's property he is determined 
shall be tulfilled to the uttermost farth- 
ing. He doesn’t say s0, exactly, 
but Linfer from nis views that if a citizen of 
Louisiana had the toothache it would be the 
duty of Congress to draw the tooth. Upon the

and seut his offspring into active life with an 
emasculated cognomen. For twenty-five years 
he has represented the Boston Journal, and that 
he has done his work well is testified to in his 
reputation and the contidence reposed in him 
by all classes and conditions of office-holders. 
He is now 60 years of age, and keeps his car- 
riage and gives himself but little uneasiness 
about “scoops” and like inconveniences. I 
met him the other night resplendent in the blue 
swallow-tail and brass buttons of his youth. He 
was going out to dine, and told me that he 
picked up more information at the dinner-table 
than in any other way. The old gentleman has 
looked down from his position upon many a 
generation of Washington yaoi yg baw 
whose rise and fall he bears a sort of Silas Wegg 
relation, telling of them to the various Sofins, 
to whom their existence has been hitherto a 
sealed volume. For a number of years he has 
edited 

THE CONGRESSIONAL DIRECTORY, 
an invaluable work. During the Fremont cam- 
paign he wheeled a barrel of apples, I have for- 
gotten how many miles, on a bet. The apples 
have grown musty and rotten by this time 
(though I base the assertion upon a casual sur- 
vey of the nature of apples), and yet Poore is as 
hale and as fresh and as well able, perhaps, to 
stereotype the feat as in his younger days. 

The whole system of journalism has c 
of late years. The days of “national reputa- 
tious,“ so-called, have been filed away on the 
telegraph-wire. Many a brilliant thing is done 
even now, but the rule which forbids the publi- 
cation of the telegraphic correspondent’s name 
is the essential bar to reputations. Probably 
the best known correspondent now in Washing- 
ton is Gen. H. V. Boynton, of the Cincinnati 
Gazette, a man whose prophesies and prognosti- 
cations in political matters bave 2 won ſor 
him a name respected far and wide. But it is 
difficult to tell how long he will last. 

GEORGE ALFRED TOWNSEND 
was at one time the “most-copied man” on the 
American press; but to-day his letters are care- 
less and slipshod, and when he is quoted at all 
it is more for the reputation he made years ago 
than for any intrinsic merit of his productions 
now. Younger men are coming in with greater 
ideas of telegraphing and less of the descriptive 
work that has made these elder gentlemen 
famous. Those old correspendents came into 
their strength just after the War, when the 
press of the country was eme from an ob- 
noxious censorship and assuming an unwonted 
independence. eir dash and boldness readil 
attracted attention; but the door they open 
had aspring lock. and,as the dispatch system took 
precedence, the door closed upon them; and to 
succeed in holding their own they find it neces- 
sary to hoe around as lively as their more 
juvenile competitors. 

On the whole, 

THE WASHINGTON DISPATCH WAN 
is a peculiar institution. No matter what the 
editorial views of bis paper, he is friendly with 
all sides. His voice is soft, and his manner 
suave. His tones are even, and he is never ex- 
cited. He employs a type-writer, a phonog- 
rapher, a colored servant, and keeps his car- 
riage. In the intricacies of legislation be is an 
authority. The true purport of measures are 
revealed to him through his intuition. As a 
parliamentariau he is consulted by parliamen- 
tarians. With members he is toploftical in the 
extreme. His air and quiet method of dress 
carry him anywhere. With the President, he is 
Assistant President. With a Senator, he is 
above a Senator. Toa . he is the 
father of thunderbolts. To a clerk of Depart- 
ment, be is of no earthly account. Upon 
the introduction of a measure, he knows at a 
glance how it will come out. He carries 
the art of legislation in the knot of bis scarf. 
His leisure moments are employed in writing 
speeches for Congressmen, and it is not an un- 
common occurrence to find able arguments on 
both sides of the same question in his manu- 
script. He knows every member of either 
branch, and, more than that, he knows each 
man’s weak ambitions and strong failings, and 
upon these he plays an unendjng series of har- 
monies whose notes are reproduced in his paper. 
Then he is 
AN ORGANIZER, A COMBINER. 

He makes certain combinations which he calis 
sources of information, and then he joins or- 
ganizations composed of others of his profes- 
sion representing papers in other cities than his 
own. Ali this tends to lighten his labors, and 
puts him in possession of a mass of 
information that his individual exertions eould 
never coutrol. He is a Prince at the Capital, 
looked up to, admired, respected, but to the 
outside world a missing link between news and 
individuality, unknown to society, a deep-sea 
monster, building his cosal islands to the sur- 
face and never presenting his own claims for 
recognition. There must be some reward for 
these overworked men somewhere, and I am 
constrained to believe that their quickness and 
accuracy are allowed to ripen on earth before 
they are made Recording Angels above. S. H.
